Pakistani Troops Leave Mogadishu 12 Feb

chartered Boeing-747 jumbo jet flew out of Mogadishu 
Sunday [12 February] with 452 Pakistani soldiers 
aboard, reducing the UN troop strength in Somalia to 
7,500. All are due to leave by March 6 or 7 following the 
failure of rival warlords to agree on a government of 
national unity tor this lawless Horn of Africa nation, 
which has been without a government and prey to clan 
warfare since the ouster of dictator Mohamed Siad Barre 
in January 1991. 


UN and U.S. troops—30,000 strong at their peak— 
arrived here in late 1992 to halt looting of relief supplies 
to famine victims and to try to stop the inter-clan 
fighting, which has claimed hundreds of thousands of 
Somali lives. 


The Pakistani contingent suffered 32 men killed and 96 
wounded during their tour here. Twenty-four were killed 
and 64 wounded in one firefight on June 5, 1993, after 
they were ambushed by militias loyal to warlord 
Mohamed Farah Aidid. “That was a cowardly act,” said 
First Lieutenant Ahmed Furqan, “but I will sleep in 
Pakistan tonight, in sha ‘Allah (God willing).”’ 


Next to go will be the Egyptian mechanised brigade 
quartered at Mogadishu’s dusty airport on the Indian 
Ocean. Egyptian contingent spokesman Lieutenant 
Colonel Yussuf Sadiq refused to give their departure 
date “for operational security reasons.” 
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Bangladeshi soldiers securing Mogadishu port will hand 
over to remaining Pakistani troops, who will hold it until 
it is taken over by Operation United Shield, a multi- 
nation task force led by U.S. troops which is protecting 
the UN departure from harassment by Somali militias 
who have stripped bare abandoned UN compounds 
despite pledges by their leaders to respect them. The 
hand-over of the port to the task force will take place on 
26 February, military sources said. 


Observers here expect rival clans to fight for control of 
the port and airport as soon as the UN troops have left 
under the protection of an 18-ship armada offshore and 
gunships in the skies. Most UN civilians, living now at 
the airport behind sandbags and machine-gun nests, are 
to be evacuated by Tuesday.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] Deputy Arts and Culture Min- 
ister Winnie Mandela was told this week to publicly 
retract statements criticising the government—or resign. 


According to two senior government sources, the ulti- 
matum was conveyed to her on Friday by Deputy 
President Thabo Mbeki on behalf of the President. They 
said she was told: retract, resign or be fired. A spokesman 
for President Nelson Mandela, Parks Mankahlana, 
declined to confirm or deny the ultimatum. 


However, he said: “President Mandela did express dis- 
comfort about remarks that were made by Mrs Mandela. 
He is consulting with Deputy President Thabo Mbeki on 
the matter and a public statement will be made early in 
the week.” 


Mrs Mandela reportedly told a crowd at the funeral of 
police officer Jabulani Xaba at Soweto’s Orlando Sta- 
dium on Sunday that the Government of National Unity 
had failed South Africans because it did not address 
apartheid imbalances and had not removed racism from 
the workplace. 


Mrs Mandela had said that the government had failed 
people like Warrant Officer Xaba because racism still 
existed in the workplace. 


She had challenged the ANC leadership to demonstrate 
to its constituency whether “we are in power or just in 
government”’. She called the ANC’s “‘overindulgence” in 
reconciliation a weakness. 


ANC sources said this week that Mr Mandela had called 
his ANC ministers, deputy ministers and senior party 
officials to the Union Buildings on Thursday morning. 


At the meeting, he said Mrs Manavla’s statements bad 
made him “‘very unhappy”. 


He said when he first heard about her statements, he had 
immediately wanted to ask her to resign from the gov- 
ernment. However, before proceeding with disciplinary 
steps against her, he had called the ministers and officials 
together to advise him. The meeting had then discussed 
her statements. 


Deputy Environment Minister Bantu Holomisa, sources 
said, had raised the point that Mrs Mandela’s public 
criticisms of the government were not new—they had 
been voiced privately within the organisation on several 
occasions. The meeting concurred. 


But Mr Mandela, according to sources, said it was unaccept- 
able for a minister in his government to state these views 
publicly rather than discuss them in private forums. 
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This point was also raised by Land Affairs Minister 
Derek Hanekom, Transport Minister Mac Maharaj, 
Trade and Industry Minister Trevor Manuel and Deputy 
Defence Minister Ronnie Kasrils, ihe sources said. 


The meeting listed disciplinary measures that could be 
taken against Mrs Mandela. She could be reprimanded in 
person or by letter or be removed from the government. 


However, before these options were discussed, sources 
said Water Affairs Minister Kader Asmal and Mr Holo- 
misa had argued that it would be improper to jucge Mrs 
Mandela in her absence without having heard her side of 
the story. 


A committee of five people was nominated to meet Mrs 
Mandela, the sources said. It comprised Mr Mbeki, ANC 
chief whip Arnold Stofile, Mr Maharaj, Mr Mandela’s 
spokesman, Joel Netshitenzhe, and Mr Holomisa. 


Their task was to verify that Mrs Mandela had indeed 
made the statements; whether she meant what she said 
and whether she was happy serving in the government. 


Mr Mbeki and Mr Holomisa met Mrs Manacla in 
Johannesburg on Thursday night. Sources said no ulti- 
matum was put to Mrs Mandela at this meeting. How- 
ever, she was summoned to Mr Mbeki’s office at the 
Union Buildings the next day. 


“She was given the ultimatum: either you publicly 
retract those statements or tender a letter of resignation 
from the government. If you refuse, you will be fired,” 
two senior ANC members said yesterday. 


A source said Mrs ‘fandela had spent the day in Mr 
Mbeki’s office working on a draft statement retracting her 
comments. It was supposed to have been issued on Friday, 
but had not been issued at the time of going to press. 


Approached for comment at a Johannesburg hotel, 
where he was mediating in a dispute involving Mrs 
Mandela and members of the ANC Women’s League, Mr 
Mbeki said “I am not talking to the press today.” 


The dispute concerns opposition by a section of the 
Women’s League led by treasurer-general Adelaide 
Tambo, to Mrs Mandela’s “Road to Freedom” business 
venture with actor Omar Sharif which was launched in 
Johannesburg on Thursday. 


Mrs Tambo resigned from her position on Friday night. 
Her supporters met in defiance of Mrs Mandela’s order 
that a national executive committee meeting should not 
take place yesterday. 

Speaking before the meeting, Mrs Tambo said: “I feel I 
am being undermined and I won’t cling to a meaningless 
position.”

listen to us and hear our problems, and hear our views on

There has been no reaction yet from ANC Women’s 
League President, Winnie Mandela, to the crisis in the 
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movement. President Nelson Mandela, who met some 
NEC niembers in Johannesburg in an attempt to resolve 
the crisis, said the issue had to be dealt with by the league 
itself. He declined to comment further on the matter. 
Mrs. Mandela, who had a previous engagement, did not 
attend the meeting. 


Former ANC Women’s League general secretary, 
Nosiviwe Mapisa-Nqakula, who also resigned, said after 
the meeting that their resignation stood for the time 
being. She said their future depended on the outcome of 
efforts by Mi. Mandela to sort out the problem. Ms. 
Mapisa-Nqakula added that Mr. Mandela had expressed 
dissatisfaction and hurt over the resignations, and 
wanted the matter discussed at a joint executive meeting 
of the ANC and the league.

Deputy Minister of Arts, Culture, Science and Tech- 
nology Winnie Mandela on Monday said it had not been 
her intention to insult the president or embarrass the 
government when she criticised them at the funeral of a 
Soweto policeman on February 4. 


In a letter to President Nelson Mandela, a copy of which 
was sent to SAPA, Mrs Mandela said she wanted to 
clarify her motives and intentions when she criticised the 
new government for paying more attention to appeasing 
whites than aiding blacks. 


“First and foremost I must make it abundantly clear thai 
it was not my intention to insult the president or to 
embarrass the government of national unity. I was 
merely trying to assure the masses that the government 
and the ANC (African National Congress) are aware of 
and concerned about the flaws that the government must 
still deal with. 


“The impression of the people is that we neither care nor 
know about these things. I was trying to correct that 
perception. If doing so I created a different impression, 
that was not my intention. I have always been an honest 
and forthright member of the ANC. I have tried to be 
equally faithful to the government, and I mean to remain 
so,” she said. 


Mrs Mandela said she had been advised by Deputy 
President Thabo Mbeki of the consequences “among 
some members of the cabinet” of her address at the 
funeral of Warrant Officer Jabulani Xaba in Soweto. 


She said Mr Mbeki had also conveyed the message that 
President Mandela had been upset about her statement. 


Mrs Mandela, as ANC Women’s League [ANCWL] 
president, is also involved in a separate dispute with |! 
executive members of the movement who resigricd at the 
weekend citing as reasons her “bad leadership, undem- 
ocratic practices and unaccountability”’. 
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In a statement on Monday, ANCWL Deputy President 
Thandi Modise disputed the reported resignations, 
saying Mrs Mandela and herself had not received any 
notices of resignation. 


“Both the president of the league, Mrs N W Mandela, 
and I as deputy president, are perplexed by reports of 
resignations from members who have in fact not 
resigned. If and when any letters of resignation are 
received, they will be dealt with in the manner provided 
for in the constitution of the ANC Women’s League. 


“The ANC Women’s League constitutional structures are 
still in place and are quite capable of addressing matters of 
this nature without involving the press,” she said. 


President Mandela in discussions with the 11 disgrun- 
tled executives on Sunday failed to convince them to 
retract their resignations. The meeting was not attended 
by Mrs Mandela. 


President Mandela was reported to be visiting the ANC’s 
Johannesburg head office on Monday to discuss the 
crisis within the league with ANC Secretary-General 
Cyril Ramaphosa. 


Grievances against Mrs Mandela reportedly include the 
“Road to Freedom” tourism venture between the league 
and actor Omar Sharif, her criticism of the Rolling 
Stones for having employed a white promoter, and her 
involvement in the promotion company of her daughter 
Zinzi Mandela-Hlongwane. 


COSATU Asks Shilowa To Quit ANC Position

secretary, Sam Shilowa, to resign from the ANC’s 
National Executive Committee because they say the 
position will interfere with his union duties. 


COSATU assistant general secretary Zwelenzima Vavi 
said that COSATU office bearers had decided at a 
meeting last week to ask Mr Shilowa to withdraw from 
the ANC structure. 


He said a second official elected to the ANC executive in 
December, COSATU president John Gomomo, had 
already stepped down. He had shown the meeting his 
letter of resignation. 


Mr Gomomo was voted into 31st place on the ANC’s 
60-person executive body at the organisation’s 
December conference with 1,121 votes. 


Mr Shilowa made 46th place with 951 votes. 


Mr Vavi dismissed suggestions that the COSATU officials’ 
request was an assertion of the federation’s independence. 
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“There is no policy that says office bearers cannot hold 
positions in the ANC,” he said. 


But other federation members are known to have been 
unhappy with the election of the two leaders to the ANC 
structure, believing it ‘‘a subtle form of co-option” that 
would lead to conflicts of interests and make them 
co-responsible for ANC policies. 


ANC executive members have traditionally considered 
themselves bound by decisions taken by the body—a 
tradition which Mr Shilowa and Mr Gomomo would 
have been expected to follow.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] Cape Town Feb 13 SAPA—United 
Nations Ambassador-Designate Dr Allan Boesak has 
offered to withdraw his ambassadorial posting in Geneva. 


In addition he is to put his house on the market to settle 
the Foundation for Peace and Justice’s [FPJ] debt to the 
bank. Dr Boesak said in a statement to SAPA on 
Monday that in view of the fact that the Office of Serious 
Economic Offences was investigating alleged misappro- 
priation of funds from the foundation, “and not wanting 
to put undue pressure on the president and the govern- 
ment, I have yesterday (Sunday) offered President (Nel- 
son) Mandela my withdrawal from the ambassadorial 
post to Geneva”. 


Dr Boesak was the foundation’s director. An inquiry, 
commissioned by Scandanavian donors and conducted 
by a Johannesburg firm of attorneys, found that Dr 
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Boesak had ‘“‘enriched himself’ with funds intended for 
underprivileged South Africans. 


Dr Boesak on Monday said the action by the Office of 
Serious Economic Offences represented a new, and 
‘quite serious complication”. 


“I do this not in admission of guilt, but to allow th- 
proc.ss to be completed unhindered. I know | have 
nothing to fear and I continue to have confidence in 
President Mandela’s sense of justice and fairness, and I 
want to publicly express my gratitude and admiration for 
the dignified way in which he, Deputy President Thabo 
Mbeki and the ANC (African National Congress) have 
handled the whole matter,” Dr Boesak said. 


He said he took this action with “a sense of great 
sadness” because he believed he could still serve the 
country and its people well. “I remain willing should the 
president call upon me, and I thank him for the confi- 
dence he has had in me.” 


Dr Boesak said that since he had as a director of the FPJ 
taken ultimate political responsibility for what had gone 
wrong with the foundation and its staff, he had on 
Monday informed the trustees that he would be putting 
his house on the market in an effort to help settle the 
foundation’s debt to the bank. 


“Elna (his wife) and I are well aware that our lives are now 
extremely uncertain. We are grateful for the support of so 
many, anc especially of close friends and our families from 
both sides. They have truly been wonderful. We are secure 
in our love, and firm in our faith in God in whose hands we 
entrust our future,” Dr Boesak said.

ANC Settles 70-Million-Rand Debt

cleared debts totalling R70m [rands] in a few months, 
putting the party back on a sound financial footing, ANC 
senator Jackson Mthembu said yesterday. 


“The ANC no longer owes anybody money,” Mthembu 
said. ““We finally settled all our debts last month.” 


The ANC disclosed at its national conference in 
December that it had accrued debts of about R70m, 
mainly due to the cost of its April election campaign. 


The party's treasury department also reported at the time 
that “sources of finance have dried up since the election”. 


Mthembu said the impressive turnaround in the state of 
ANC finances was made possible by a “very active” inter- 
national and local fundraising campaign; delivery of earlier 
financial pledges, notably from the US; the sale of ANC 
property in foreign countries; and the drastic restructuring 
of the ANC’s operations since the general election. 


He cautioned, however, that the ANC still had a substan- 
tial amount of fundraising to do for the local government 
elections scheduled for October. 


The party is expected to finalise its local election budget 
this weekend. 


“No party can ever say it is well off,’ Mthembu said. ‘ But 
one could say we are now on a sound financial footing.” 


The ANC had sold “assets” in Canada, Bonn and 
Sweden. It was in the process of selling property it owned 
in Britain, the US and Zambia. 


However, ANC property in Botswana and Mozambique 
was proving more difficult to sell because it had been 
made virtually worthless “after it was bombed by (NP 
[National Party] leader FW) de Klerk’s party” in the 
pre-transition period. 


The ANC was in the process of drawing up an “asset 
register” for publication. 
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Mthembu was reluctant to confirm that President 
Nelson Mandela had taken the opportunity during his 
recent visit to India to raise funds for the ANC. “It is 
possible Mandela could have done that.” 


He was not prepared to divulge details of money raised 
from companies and individuals in SA [South Africa], 
except to say it was “very helpful” to the ANC. 


Savings had been achieved through cutting the ANC’s 
pre-election national staff contingent from around 1,500 
to 300. He said there were plans to reduce the contingent 
even further to about 250. 


The ANC had sold about 20 percent of its fleet of 700 
vehicles. 


Mthembu said the ANC had not yet made up its mind on 
whether to sell or lease its 21-storey Shell House head 
office in Johannesburg. The ANC occupies only four 
floors, and three have been sublet. 


ANC Suspends Bodyguards Linked to Drugs

[FBIS Transcribed Text] The ANC has suspended two of 
President Nelson Mandela’s bodyguards who are under 
investigation for alleged criminal activities. An ANC 
intelligence source confirmed this week the investigation 
centred on a possible involvement in drug smuggling. 


It was disclosed this week that the two men, Basil 
“Jomo” Mavuso and Lawrence Petersen, both members 
of the ANC intelligence wing, were suspended on 
December 14. ANC intelligence spokesman Billy 
Masetla said the men were suspended pending the result 
of an “internal inquiry”. 


Mr Masetla said the investigation was nearly complete but 
he refused to comment on claims from well-placed sources 
that the men had been accused of drug smuggling and that 
their role as directors of an entertainment enterprise, the 
New African Foundation, was being probed. 


Mr Mavuso, who accompanied President Mandela to 
many public functions both locally and abroad before his 
suspension, was implicated in human rights violations 
by an ANC-appointed commission of inquiry into atroc- 
ities committed during the organisation’s years in exile. 


The commission, chaired by veteran businessman and 
ANC senator Sam Motsuenyane, found that Mr Mavuso 
had assaulted ANC detainees Felix Zandile Nkosi in 
1984 and Gabriel Setlhoke in 1985. 


The commission also found that Mr Mavuso had caused 
Mr Setlhoke, who had been tortured for about three 
weeks, to be detained “without good cause”’. 
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Mr Sctlhoke told the commission he had had a personal 
dispute with Mr Mavuso, who later accused him of being 
ai enemy agent. 


Mr Petersen, who is believed to have received his military 
training in Angola and Cuba before joining the ANC’s 
intelligence wing, is also a member of the president’s guard. 


The two men, and another ANC intelligence member 
known only as Gibson, are directors of the New African 
Foundation, the brainchild of controversial Austrian 
businessman Rainer Maria Moringer. 


Mr Moringer has had a colourful career. In 1989, a 
warrant was issued for his arrest in connection with 
R30-million [rands) fraud charges in Austria but the 
Austrian government has since given up its search for 
him. Two years later he was acquitted of forex fraud 
worth R5.5-million in Johannesburg. 


Reputed to have links with oil brokers and arms dealers, 
Mr Moringer was involved in plotting an abortive coup 
against former Ciskei leader Lennox Sebe in August 
1989 and at one stage planned to bring Austrian soldiers 
to the Ciskei, where he was managing director of Ciskei 
Aircraft Industries. 


In 1991 his name cropped up in the Transkei during the 
treason trial of Vulindlela Mbotoli, who was accused of 
masterminding a coup attempt in the homeland. 


Mr Mbotoli told the Umtata Supreme Court that he had 
been kidnapped in April 1991 after going to Mr 
Moringer’s house in Johannesburg. 


The Austrian businessman later tried to launch a lottery 
in the Transkei. He left South Africa for Uganda in May 
1993 but later returned. 


Mr Mavuso and Mr Petersen are now apparently working as 
consultants for another company involved in gambling 
ventures. They could not be contacted for comment.

“They think we listened to F.W. de Klerk and destroyed 
everything,” said a security police spokesman from the 
former government.

Almost all of the ANC members in Parliament have at 
one stage or another—during the apartheid years—been 
detained and interrogated. 


They made confessions, gave statements, and, in many cases, 
poured out their hearts during questioning. Several video 
recordings were made during these interrogation sessions. 


That evidence, it has been said, will be dug out and, if 
necessary, will be made public in the finest detail. 


‘“‘Many people are sitting in Parliament with blood on 
their hands, and many confessions and statements will 
reveai shocking things. The fact that they are sitting in 
Parliament does not make them untouchable.” 


It has also been learned that the leaders of Operation 
Vula, who all ended up unharmed by that conspiracy, are 
sitting in key positions in the country’s intelligence 
departments and in the security forces. 
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RAPPORT was told that the former security police’s 
clandestine Terrorist Research Unit [TRU], which oper- 
ated as part of the intelligence wing, recorded all of the 
details regarding terrorist acts—those involved and 
under whose orders the acts were carried out. 


The TRU also made a profile study of each trained MK 
[Umkhonto we Sizwe—Spear of the Nation; ANC mili- 
tary wing] member. 


Other facts about the ANC’s armed struggle, collated in 
detail by the TRU, is information about every ANC camp. 


The TRU knew who the commanders were, the so-called 
chiefs of ordnance [preceding three words in English], 
the political commissioners, the transport officers, and 
even the medical orderlies. 


Every MK members’ profile study, relocation, and other 
details have: been constantly updated. 


Two of the most well known ANC experts in the security 
police, Generals Herman Stadler and Jac Buchner, were 
involved with the TRU for many years. 


It was also mentioned to RAPPORT that all of the 
information collected by the Security Branch’s Intelli- 
gence Division on the armed struggle was shared with 
Military Intelligence. 


“Certain elements within the former Military Intelli- 
gence have a wealth of information of the same nature.”

Siinilarly, a nationalized primary health 
system “is a socialist ideal with recurring costs of such 
magnitude that even a payroll levy and the nationalisa- 
tion of medical aid funds would be unable to match it.” 
Also, “the state of the police symbolises the wider 
structural weaknesses of the ANC in office. Voted into 
power by people who believed their rhetoric, members of 
the ANC are impaled on the contradiction of having to 
pander to expectations that few among the leadership 
have dainpened, while bound by the practicalities of a 
limited purse.” ANC “recidivism has the potential to 
tear apart the GNU,” which is “not necessarily a bad 
thing.”

Savimbi Wants Better Relations With Portugal

[FBIS Translated Excerpt] In Angola UNITA’s [National 
Union for the Total Independence of Angola] eighth 
congress has ended in Bailundo [Huambo Province]. 
Twenty-one resolutions were approved following an 
exhaustive debate. UNITA leader Jonas Savimbi advo- 
cated today, in exclusive statements to the LUSA news 
agency, an end to the existing conflict between his party 
and Portugal. 


When questioned by LUSA over a possible trip to 
Portugal by a delegation from his party to make peace 
with Portugal, Savimbi blamed Alouine Blondin Beye 
[UN secretary general’s representative in Angola] for the 
fact that this situation had not yet been resolved. 


The UNITA leader said that following the OGMA [Por- 
tuguese Air Force workshops] affair, the sale of helicop- 
ters [to the Angolan Government], and the repair of 
[Angolan] military aircraft, he thought it was not pos- 
sible to remain constantly in a situation of tension [with 
Portugal]. UNITA’s relation with Portugal could not be 
based on conflict alone.

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When questioned whether UNITA would veto Portugal’s 
participation in Unavem [United Nations Angola Verifi- 
cation Mission]-3, Jonas Savimbi said that that decision 
had not been taken but an explanation wa: necessary. If 
[Portuguese foreign minister] Dr. Durao Barroso does not 
like us, and we do not like him, Savimbi said, that is 
another problem. Savimbi stressed that relations between 
the Angolans and the Portuguese are eternal and as such 
should be above individual people. 


Savimbi recalled that Durao Barroso was younger than 
him and added that he would no doubt have a political 
future in Portugal. The fact that our characters are incom- 
patible, Savimbi said, should not be an obstacle to rela- 
tions between the Angolans and the Portuguese. This is my 
position, he added, we should not prolong the conflict with 
Portugal, but it is also necessary that the Portuguese 
Government shows some openness. [passage omitted] 


UN Representative Details Unavem-3 Operation

[FBIS Translated Text] The past week has been decisive 
for the peace process in Angola. The UN Security 
Council unanimously approved the start of the third UN 
mission to Angola, Unavem-3 [United Nations Angola 
Verification Mission]. It seems this time it is a mission 
for peace and not for war, as the disengagement of 
government forces from the Uige and Huambo areas in 
central Angola seems to indicate. Alioune Blondin Beye, 
the UN special representative in Angola, spoke to our 
correspondent, Assane Diop. 


[Begin recording] [Beye] As I said, and as has been 
confirmed—the head of the military mission confirmed 
this by going there himself—following the decisions 
which the two chiefs of staff made on 2 and 3 February 
in Waku Kungo, there has actually been a disengagement 
of forces on both sides, in the regions you just named. 


[Diop] What exactly is meant by disengagement? 


[Beye] Wherever troops were in contact. There were a 
number of sensitive zones, notably in Huambo Province, 
where UNITA [National Union for the Total Indepen- 
dence of Angola] was well-established. Uige Province is 
another province whose capital was controlled by 
UNITA before the cease-fire. As you know, before the 
cease-fire came into effect, these two provincial capitals 
were retaken by the government. The troops were thus 
not very far from each other. One of our essential 
objectives was to begin separating troops immediately, 
wherever they were in contact. 


[Diop] This week there was also a decisive development 
in the Angola peace process, with the UN Security 
Council’s decision to put Unavem-3 into operation. Can 
you spell out for us what this operation will consist of? 


[Beye] It is a crucial decision, this transition from 
Unavem-2 to Unavem-3. It is an important message to 
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the people of Angola. Unavem-2 amounted to war man- 
agement by the international community, in a manner of 
speaking; Unavem-3 is the international community’s 
plan for peace management. The global community is 
thus sending a signal that, for it too, the page has been 
turned. In deciding this, they have judged the secretary 
general’s recommendations to be entirely acceptable, 
and he has indicated quite clearly that the cease-fire is, 
on the whole, satisfactory. 


[Diop] In concrete terms, the third phase of the UN’s 
Angola operation involves the deployment of 7,000 
peacekeepers, spread over the next three months. 


[Beye] Yes, in concrete terms, Unavem-3 does in fact 
involve 8,000 persons, of which 7,000 will be peace- 
kceping forces, 600 are military observers and police, 
who are unarmed—whereas the peacekeeping troops will 
be armed—and 400 civilian personnel, both local and 
expatriate. That is what Unavem-3 will consist of. It will 
also involve—and this needs to be emphasized, because 
it is a tremendous effort—$400 million per year, and it 
will last a maximum of two years, since Unavem-3 must 
be concluded before February 1997. 


Of course, an initial six-month period, lasting until 8 
August 1995, has just been approved by the Security 
Council. During this first six-month phase, several things 
must happen: First, the mobilization of contributor 
nations who have already notified their agreement. 
Second, the arrival of the first support units, involving 
2,000 troops, who will lay the groundwork, prepare the 
logistics and pave the way for the arriving battalions. It 
is only thereafter that the battalions will begin to arrive 
and begin the main task, as provided for in the Lusaka 
agreement—namely, withdrawal to barracks and dis- 
arming of UNITA’s armed forces and also of the govern- 
ment’s rapid intervention police force. 


[Diop] It was said in New York, at the United Natiouas, 
that Angola would contribute up to $65 million toward 
the cost of Unavem- 3. 


[Beye] Yes, but in fact it is much more complicated than 
that. Remember that Angola is a member of the United 
Nations and, as such, will take its , .ace alongside other 
member states, all of whom will make their contribution 
so that the Security Council’s decision, which is an 
executive decision, can be implemented. But Angola— 
that is, the Angolan Government—will make its contri- 
bution in kind. We have already seen the benefit of that 
contribution in kind, with housing, buildings, premises, 
warehouses at our disposition; and above all, the price of 
petrol will be reduced by 30 percent, compared with the 
usual price, for the operation’s entire duration. It is these 
combined efforts which that sum represents. 


[Diop] Will many African countries be represented 
among the 7,000 peacekeepers? 
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[Beye] Yes. You know, the secretary general takes great 
care to ensure that the international community con- 
tinues to reflect its composition. That is why there will be 
troops from Latin America, from Asia—Pakistan, India, 
and Malaysia, for instance—and there will be African 
troops as well. Zimbabwe is confirmed, so is Zambia and 
Nigeria. South Africa will not, however, participate, at 
its own request, and also at the request of the govern- 
ment and of UNITA, in view of the well-known history 
of tumultuous relations between it and Angola. How- 
ever, South Africa will nonetheless be present in the UN 
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operation in Angola, helping, as you quite rightly point 
out, with mine clearance and logistics. These are, for us, 
very precious contributions indeed. [end recording]

Ulimo’s Johnson Confirms Pact With NPFL

by three Liberian warlords in Ghana, has been coming apart 
at the seams this week. It’s a long [way] from getting 
consensus acceptance, and yesterday Ulimo [United 
Liberian Movement for Democracy in Liberia] leader Alhaji 
Koromah claimed that his rival Roosevelt Johnson of the 
Krahn faction had done a deal with NPFL [National Patri- 
otic Front of Liberia] leader Charles Taylor, and that Tay- 
lor’: forces were using Johnson’s territory to move into 
positions to attack Monrovia. Well, today Johnson called us 
up to deny the claims. Matthew Tostevin asked him if he had 
any agreement with Taylor: 


[Begin recording] [Johnson] There is an agreement between 
Taylor and ourselves, a nonaggression agreement, that we 
are not going to attack anybody or any one of us, and that 
we are going to open up the roads to let the NGOs 
[Nongovernmental Organizations] going to our control 
areas, we going to honor the cease-fire as signed in Accra.

[Tostevin] So relations between you and Taylor are 
pretty good at the moment. 


[Johnson] Oh yes, we are not at war, we are not fighting 
one another. 


[Tostevin] There may be accusations that you and Taylor 
are getting together and planning to attack Monvoria. 


[Johnson] That’s complete nonsense! Taylor and I can 
never get together to come and attack Monrovia. Attack 
Monrovia? Attack who in Monrovia? Are we going to 
attack the AFL [Armed Forces of Liberia], or we are 
going to attack ECOMOG [Economic Community of 
West Africart States Cease-fire Monitoring Group], or we 
are going to attack the innocent civilians? 


[Tostevin] Are you planning to attack Alhaji Koromah 
himself? 


[Johnson] Look, I have no reasons to attack Alhaji 
Koromah. Matthew look, Alhaji Koromah is frustrated 
because of the kind of frustration he has within his own 
Maneka and Koneka Mandingos, and so he is frustrated. 
In fact, he lied to the world yesterday that Bong Mines 
has been taken away by the NPFL and half of Todi by the 
NPEL. This is completely misleading information! 


[Tostevin] Then whose hands are those places in? 
[Johnson] It’s completely under our control! 


[Tostevin] Is your faction of Ulimo involved in any 
fighting at the moment? 


[Johnson] We are not. [end recording] 
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ECOMOG Says NPFL Infiltrating Monrovia

public to inform ECOMOG [Economic Community of 
West African States Cease-Fire Monitoring Group] 
about the presence of strange persons in their area. The 
first secretary to ECOMOG field commander, Mr. Frank 
Akinola, told journalists yesterday that certain areas 
around Monrovia were being infiltrated by people sus- 
pected to be NPFL [National Patriotic Front of Liberia] 
fighters. Mr. Akinola named the areas as Samie Town, 
(Kimanjo), and [word indistinct] Mission. While the 
motives of their presence ‘s unclear, he says ECOMOG is 
on the alert to resist any threat or attack on Monrovia. 


ECOMOG’s appeal follows the escape of 30-year-old 
Victor Komeh from NPFL captivity. Explaining his 
ordeal at ECOMOG Headquarters, Mr. Komeh said he 
was captured b, some NPFL fighters under the com- 
mand of a lieutenant on 28 January around the (Enunga) 
station area while cutting [word indistinct]. Mr. Komeh 
who suffered severe wounds on his back and arms said 
he was tied, (?flogged) with his own (?cutlass), and taken 
to an unknown destination outside Monrovia. According 
to him, he escaped unnoticed under the pretext (of 
searching for fuel) when a bushfire broke out near the 
town. He said while making good his escape, he came 
across some ECOMOG officers who assisted him by 
taking him to the ECOMOG Headquarters. Mr. Komeh 
said he spent 11 days in captivity. 


NPFL Denies Report

[FBIS Transcribed Text] The National Patriotic Front of 
Liberia, the NPFL, has denied the news report by 
ECOMOG [Economic Community of West African 
States Cease-Fire Monitoring Group] first officer [no 
name as heard] that its men have infiltrated Monrovia 
with the intent to attack the city. According to Mr. John 
Collins, NPFL general coordinator based in Monrovia, 
the allegation against the NPFL is baseless and that the 
front, at the moment, is preoccupied with the peace 
process and is not involved in any evil deeds against the

In a press release issued yesterday, Mr. Collins said it is 
surprising that at a time when newspapers have reported 
that mercenaries have been brought to Monrovia to desta- 
bilize the city, someone would choose to falsely accuse the 
NPFL rather than addressing the problem on the ground. 


The NPFL coordinator had given assurance of the 
front’s fullest support to the peace process, adding, no 
NPFL bullets will be fired on Monrovia while peace is 
around the corner. 
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Fighting Forces 23,000 To Flee to Buchanan

people have fled to Buchanan, Grand Bassa County, for 
safety since January. They are said to be fleeing renewed 
fighting between the LPC [Liberia Peace Council] and 
the National Patriotic Front of Liberia, NPFL, in Riv- 
ercess, Sinoe, and Grand Bassa Counties. The disclosure 
was made by Mr. Daniel C.O. Williams, the Bassa 
County representative of the refugee and repatriation 
committee, the LRRRC [expansion unknown]. 


Mr. C.O. Williams told the LIBERIAN NEWS 
AGENCY that they have registered 23,879 people and 
that the LRRRC is facing difficulties in providing food 
and accommodation for the displaced people in centers 
that are already overcrowded. He is appealing for relief 
assistance, especially food, footwear, clothes, and 
cooking utensils. 


Chief Taylor Disappointed With LNTG

Taylor, proposed chairman of the new council of state, 
has expressed disappointment that since his arrival on 
Sunday [5 February] in Monrovia, the Liberian National 
Transitional Government [LNTG] has granted him no 
official courtesy. The councilman-elect, who spoke 
through a family aide, told a gathering of journalists 
yesterday at his Macarthy residence that he and some 
members of the family have so far borne all expenses— 
lodging, feeding, and transportation. 


According to the LIBERIAN NEWS AGENCY [LINA], 
the chief said since he arrived no official of government 
has even gone to see him. The aging statesman told 
journalists that he came to Monrovia to push the peace 
process forv ard by holding discussions with members of 
the new council of state in order to resolve differences 
regarding the seating of the new government. 


The paramount chief said prior to his arrival he wrote 
the chairman, David Kpomakpor, about his arrival, but 
said that up till now nothing has come from the govern- 
ment. LINA, quoting a source from the Ministry of State 
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for Presidential Affairs, says that government had 
received no communication from the ECOWAS [Eco- 
nomic Community of West African States} on the status 
of the new council of state and pointed out that the 
government cannot commit funds to accomodate coun- 
cilmen-designate. LINA says the source wondered why 
Chief Taylor would raise concerns about being accomo- 
dated by government when another councilman-elect, 
Mr. Oscar Quiah, who was elected nearly one month ago, 
is still fending on his own.

OAU Urges Rebels To Cease-Fire, Free Hostages

Organisation of African Unity’s (OAU) deputy secretary- 
general called Saturday [11 February] for a ceasefire in 
Sierra Leone’s civil war, and urged rebel leaders to release 
their hostages. Speaking on the fifth day of a fact-finding 
mission to the West African country, Abdullahi Sahid 
Osman called for peace negotiations and the unconditional 
release of 17 foreigners and seven Sierra Leoneans held 
hostage by the rebels. He also indicated that the United 
Nations and the Commonwealth would join the OAU in 
trying to mediate in the conflict, which has engulfed the 
country since May 1991. 


Osman, a Somali, was scheduled to leave Sierra Leone 
on Saturday but decided to prolong his stay until 15 
Februavy. He called on the rebel Revolutionary United 
Front (RUF) to “join the government in the genuine 
process of peaceful negotiation and create a climate 
conducive to peace.”’ He said the OAU would act in full 
cooperation with the United Nations and the Common- 
wealth to try to end the conflict, which has claimed 5,000 
lives in the last four years. 


In the last few days Osman has met the country’s junta 
leader Captain Valentine Strasser and several senior offi- 
cials in the military government, but he has not yet made 
contact with RUF leader Corporal Foday Sankoh. His 
mission coincides with a similar visit by United Nations 
Special Envoy Berhanu Dimka, an Ethiopian who is 
expected to stay in the country for three months. Diplo- 
matic sources said a Commonwealth delegation is 
expected to arrive in Freetown Monday. [passage omitted] 
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
